REFUND POLICY 

To obtain a refund, complete a drop form 
available in the continuing education office 
or online, MassArt.edu/ce and click on Reg- 
istration Information.

No drop or refund requests are accepted 
by phone. Refunds are issued after the 
add/drop period by the business office. 
Processing requires at least six weeks. 


Credit course refund: 100% of the course 
fee when dropped the day before the second 
class meeting.
